BINATION IN JUMPING BRIGADE. 

Jockey Boyle, Owner Brenner and Trainer 
McDonald Ordered to Leave the Track 
— Fairbrother Is Suspended. 



Buffalo. N. Y., .\iigiist 6. — .lust before the run- 
iiiiig of tile steeplechasi' at Fort Erie this after- 
m*on, ill which tin* (wo choices, Dell Leath and Sam 
Piiniier. were heatcu off l»,v Croxtoii, a horso w*hose 
previous form did not warrant ids liaviiig a ehaiiee 
.ludgi* Price received an iiiHinatioii Hiat there w*as 
.somethiiig doing and tliat jockey Harvey Boyle 
was Hu* ongiueer of Hu* jol). Boyle w*as to have 
ridden Snowdrift, lint .Indgo Price told him to 
take off the colors and ordered liim to leave the 
track witli the warning not to return. 

During Hu* Windsor and Ketiilw*ortli ni**eHiigs, 
a Toronto (*omhiii:itioii luieked the w*iniiers of (he 
jumping races with a r(*gnlarity Hiat wa.s simply 
amazing. Boyle was under snspieioti as the lead- 
ing spirit and he was sluidowed. Judge Price 
came into inrormalioii (islay that convinced liim 
that Boyle's presence at Fort Krio \\*as detrlinenlal 
to Hu* lM*st interests of the S|M>rt. 

N. Brenner is alleged to liave been the man who 
put np Hu* money to earr.v Hu* eoiiildmitioii and 
engineer its deals. Brenner einiies from Toronto 
and is Hie iwviier of St. Kium*1i and Secret. He was 
ordered to leave Hu* track with liis horses. H. 
.MeDoiiald, trainer for Hie statilo and Hie reputed 
owner of .Xiitiimn King, whieli was .supposed to 
Iiavi* lieen doped Hu* oHier day, was also given 
w*alkiiig pao 

Joeke.v . alrliroHier. wlio liad Hie mount on St. 
.leaiiiu* in the opening race w*as suspended in- 
lietiiiiiel.v for liis had ride. Falrlirother found 
about as many piM*kets as a ridor possibly 
ixMild. Soliell's liaiidling of Dell LeaHi in the stee- 
lileeliase was also iiii.satisfaetor.v and Hie hoy's pro- 
viiiiis giMMi repntatUm was all Hiat saved lilin. He 
escaped with a sharp leetnre. The judge also called 
on jiM ke.v Gangol for an expIanaHon of ids riding 
of King of Hu* Valley in ids race on Momia.y and, 
like SolieH. Iu* was (old that a rep«*tition of the 
same taelies W'onhl lead to an indefinite suspension. 

Cliarlie Tlmnipson won (he fourth race in run- 
away fasldon, Imt he will not start again at this 
track. Ill his previous effort Cliarlie Tlumipson was 
iiimide lo raise a giMMl gallop and trailed in 
lieldnd Ids op|H>iieids, lieaten off fnll.v a dozen 
lengllis. He was a wild Imrse this afternoon and 
made every |Mist a winning one. Trainer Liizader 
was told not to enter liim again.

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ABOUT OGDEN’S FUTURITY VICTORY. 

Story of How Marcus Daly Was Persuaded 
to Start the Colt. 

H. 1. Wilson, pri'sident of the Butte R.acing .\s- 
Sociatlon, was a close personal friend of tiie late 
Mar<'Us Dal.v iluriug the latter .years of tlie life of 
the eoi)per king wlio bniided and maintained the 
inagniticeut thoroughbred lireeiling estatdishmeut 
which was known as the I’.itti'r lt(H)t Stud, in Mon- 
tana. lulling ail idle hour at the Butte track 
a few mornings ago tlie name of Ogden was men- 
tioned by one of the party of which Mr. Wilson 
Was a menilx'r. ami this hroiiglit from liim the 
fidlowlng story: 

“Tliat the name of Ogden is enndled in tlie list 
of Fiitiirily winners iniglit be tcrmeil a scratidi. 
It was only after days of pi'rsnasion. alniost of en- 
treaty, on tile part of .Tohiiny Campheli, wlio liad 
bis-n engaged to liandle tiie western division of 
Ills stable, that Daly consented to send Ogden east 
after the Idg two year-old race. 

“.\s usual. Matt Byrnes liad come out to tiie ranch 
(Bitter RiHit Stud) in tlie spring of IS'.Ml and, after 
Irying out all tlie youngsters, liad selected for tlie 
eastern division of tlie stable all tliat he considered 
giMid enough to rai’e on the big tracks, and Ogden 
was in the discard when the famous trainer tisik 
ills departure for New York. 

‘‘.A few days later Caiiipixdl put in liis appearance 
to lake np the horses wliii-li were to carry tlie Daly 
I'olors at Biitte, .Anaconda and idlier minor tracks 
in tills section, and during Hie winter at San Fraii- 
cdsco. He was stopping at niy liotel and one 
evening he called me to oii(> side and said; ‘Mr. 
Wll.son, I want you to tr.v and persuade Mr. Daly 
to let me lake Ogden east to run in Hie Futurity. 
I know tills is a great coll; Hie bi'St I ever saddled. 
1 can drop iiim off at Saratoga for a few weeks 
take Iiiin down to Slna-psiiead Bay a i-oiiple of 
days ill advance of Hie rniiiiing of Hie Futurity and 
win the big race with iiim Just as sure as your 
name is Wilson. I want you to go and see iiim work 
tomorrow. (Tlie colt was Hieii with olliers of Hie 
Dal.v iiorses at our track and, in fact, liad already 
won a race liere, Ixnilliig Hie snbseipieiitly famous 
May W.] .After you see liiin work I know you will 
us<* .voiir lullileiice to have him sent east.’ 

“Tlie next niorning 1 drove out lierc to the track 
with iiim. In Hiose days Hie I’arrot Smeller was 
down in tlie valley, not far from Hie track, and 
wlien Ogden was broiigiit out to work seven fur- 
longs the smoke from the smeller was so thick a 
per.son could liardly discern objects across the track. 
In Hint stitling smoke the colt with 12."> pounds up 
ran the first lialf mile in 4S, Hie live-eights in 1:01, 
Hie tliree-ipiarters in 1:M( and Hie seven furlongs 
in 1 :2S, according to rampliell’.s watcli, but a shade 
better, as I caught it, witli iiis head swinging. 
Tliat, of course, would be considered wonderful 
work for a two-year-old late in the season, and 
under tlie most favorable condilions, lint as it 
was it was litlle sliort of marvelous. 

“Tliat niglit I saw Daly and spoke to him con- 
cerning Camplx'll’s desire to have a try for Hie 

Fuliirily witli Ogden, but did not say anything 
alxiiit Hie work I liad witnessed, as I did not 
want to run any risk of compromising the trainer, 
‘ranipbeil is crazy,’ said Daly; ‘Byrnes tried out 
all my stuff over at the ranch, and if this colt 

was a New A'ork liorse he would be tliere now.’ 

“I concluded to let Hie subject drop for the time 
Ixdiig. A few days later Campbell came into the 
hotel alxjiit mxtii with a smile on his face that 
could almost ix* heard. ‘AVe leave for the east 
tonight,’ was his greeting, ‘and Ogden and Tiiber- 
ville go with ns.’ .lohiiny Lamie and Tiiberville, the 
Daly jockeys, were ixdli sloiipiiig at Hie house at 
the time. Camplx'll had worked Hie colt for Daly 
that morniug, ami had thus converted iiim to his 
way of thinking. ‘Have a nii-e bet on this colt 

In the big race, for he will win as sure as he starts, 

barring accident,’ was ills parting advice, and I 
tixjk his tip. When Daly left to s«‘e Hie running 
of the race I gave him money to liet on Ogden, 
and so did several oHiers. When Hie reixirt came 
to us out here at this track just after the running 
pC Uie race that Ugdeu had won, paudeuiuuiuui 



broke loose, for naturally there was much local 
pride In the colt. 

“When Daly returned to Butte I asked him why 
he had started Scottish t’hleftaln lu the race with 
Ogden, for It seemed to me that a tx^tter price 
could have hecn had against the winner had not 
Scottish Chieftain lieen coupled with him In the bet- 
ting. His reply showed how fox.v the millionaire 
Irishman was. ‘M.v Ixiy,’ he said, ‘yon have yet 
got much to learn. I started Ixith eolts for the 
very reason you Imagine I should have started 
Ogden alone — to get a gixxl price for all the money 
I should wager. If Ogden had gone alone .">0 to 1 
might have lx»en ipioted against liiin, liut Hie first 
UK) I Iiet would have caused a cut to 40. My next 
100 would have sent the ixlds down to .‘!0, and after 
that Hie iKxikmakers would have refused m.v money, 
as they would not want to take a elianoe on being 
burnt up on an (to them) unknown horse with an 
unknown Jockey np. As it was. tiiey supposed It 
was Scottish Clileftain, with the great Garrison 
iHioard, on wtiieh I was Ix-ttlng. and as they did 
not liave tixv much respect for the Chieftain, tliey 
prolialil.v Hiongiit ‘I’lxir, ftxilisli man.’ and let me 
get a chunk on at from 20 to :;o to 1.’ 

“Daly would not tell at the time how iniicli he 
had won on the race, but said tliat tlie IxKikmakers 
were still settling witli him on Hie Tuesday fol- 
lowing Hie running of the race. He suli.seqnenfly 
told Fililen Hint he liad taken close to $1S0,ISH) 
out of tlie ring over Ogden’s vietor.v.’’ 

OPENING A NEW COUNTRY TO RACING. 

Mexican Government Officials Are Establish- 
ing Thoroughbred Breeding Studs. 

L. Blum, Hie Mexican horseman wlio is on nn- 
oHier visit to Keiiincky in ipiest of Hioroiiglilired 
liieeding stock, says it is only n matter of a few 
years nntil Iiorse racing will supplant liiill tiglitiiig 
as Hie national sport of his eoiiiitry. 

“Tlie government, as has lieeii told in recent 
dispalclies from Hie City of Mexico,’’ said Mr. Blum, 
"lias set aside $2tH),(ltKt to lx> added to ten renewals 
of a race to lie known as Hie Mexican Derli.v, wliieh 
will liave its first rniiiiiiig in lillO. Otlier moneys 
fnxn tlie government will lx> fortlicomiiig for Hie 
promotion of Hie lireediiig industry in Mexico, and 
ill all instances Hie races to vvliicli the government 
adds iirizes will lie exclusively for iiorses lired in 
Mexico. 

“.All of these races will he run at Hie track 
of Hie Mexican .loekey Clnli, recently organized, 
witli Governor Eseandon as the eliairmaii. Tlie 

track is to Ix' Iiiiilt at a eo4f of |l.(MNI,fl00 of 
Mexican money and is to he loealed at Coiide.sa, on 
Hie lieaiilifnl drive leading out from the eit.v. 
Tile rainy season in Mexico ends in August and the 
racing at Hiis track will Ix> held aiiiiiially in Sep- 
leiiilxT. Tlie first meeting will lie lield in Septeiil- 
lier, I'.ttts. 'I'lie rules governing Hk* raidiig will lx* 
earefiilly drawn from Hie Freneli, Ihiglisli and .Amer- 
ican rules, ami Hie Ix'st iiietliiMis for the eondmd 
of Hie s|Mirl In those ooiintries will lie adopted. 
There will lx‘ no Imokmakiiig. The Ix-tting will lx* 
done Hirongli Hie I’aris miitnel system exeliisively, 
and Hu* government will take its percentage, as Is 
Hie ease in France, to lx* applied to Hie iiiiprove- 
iiieiit of Hie Hioroiiglilired liorse in Mexico. 

“AVlien 1 was in Kentucky last Noveiiilx'r 1 lionglit 
2SI1 stallions, mures and young Iiorses. I got gixxl 
iiliHid in eaeli instance, hut I did not |ia.v what in 
tills country is regarded ns a fancy price for any 
of Hiem. Tliose liorsi“S* 1 lixik across Hie Ixirder and 
sold to my coiiiilr.vmeii for just alMUit what they 
cost me. Man.v of tlie mares I honglit were In 
foal. ilHiers liad never lieen lired until tills last 
spring at Hu* rainlies of Hu* new owners in Mexiin. 
I will liny alioiit seveiil.v Iiorses on Hiis trip and 
wlieii Hu* annual sale is liehl in Keiiliieky Hiis com- 
ing NovemliiT 1 hope to get alioiit :!<X> more. 

“1‘resiileiit Diaz and many of the government 
otiieials are hearlil.v in accord with Hiis movement 
and its success is assured. Ineliided nmong Hu* gen- 
lleiiien of m.v eoiiiilr.v who are estaldlsliing Hior- 
oiigliiired studs on Hieir extensive ranches are:
